The Public 


HE situation outside London 
appears to be easier, prob- 
avly because the applications 
from Jews are very much fewer In 
number. At Rugby, for instance, 
there are 22 Jewish boys out of the 
total of 700. They are not required 


to attend church services, and facili- 


ties are given them for instruction 


in their own religion and to observe 


the Jewish Holy-days, if theif 
parents so desire. The number of 
Jews at this school is said by the 
Headmaster to be fortuitous: there 
is no fixed maximum.

Several headmasters were at 
pains to assert that, once accepted 
into their. schools, Jewish boys 
could be assured of not finding any 
antisemitism either on the part of 
the other boys or of the masters. 
It is easy to accept that assurance, 
so far as the latter are concerned. 
But the boys? In a report drawn 
up for a certain organisation 
engaged with this problem, it was 
said that considerable evidence was 
teceived. “that boys who came 
from ‘Jewish’ homes, but have no 
special facilities for their own reli- 
gious observance, may suffer in a 
variety of ways.” And one of 
those ways was that “they are 
sometimes teased or bullied by 
other boys in their houses because 
they are Jews. In the case of boys 
who receive some instruction jn 
Jewish history and the principles 


of Judaism this can be borne far -

_A recent novel of Anglo-Jewish 
life describes an incident jn the life 
of its hero who was at a public 
school where the boys suddenly 
discovered the dreadful secret he 
had kept—that he was a Jew. He 
went through several days of what 
can only be summed up as hell. 
But the cringing, whiming, beaten, 
and unsavoury specimen of 
humanity the boy became because 
of this, according to the book, is 
the frightening part of the tale. It 
is, of course, true that boys can 
“act as hooligans” to each other 


for various. reasons, and Smith.

Dr. Marcus Melchior, exerts a 
profound influence on the wider 
communal scene. rabbi, 
jurist, lecturer, and 
humorist his services are éagerly 
sought after not only in Scandi- 
navia but in many other European 
centres of Jewish life. A tall, digni- 
fied, patriarchal figure of warm 
and kindly mien: and great charm, 
he is admired by Christian and Jew 
alike, not only for his erudition 
but for his practical and humani- 
tarian. approach to the many vex- 
ing problems of the age. <A 
frequent contributor to radio dis- 
cussions, he is one of the most 
popular personages in all Denmark.

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HE inquiry into the admission policies of 

British public schools--of which the final 

article appears in this week's issue—was 
designed both to assess the extent to which 
acceptance of Jewish pupils is restricted and to 
elicit the reasons underlying these restrictions. 
The answer which emerges quite clearly is that 
admission of Jewish pupils to most public 
schools is restricted primarily because these 
schools are Anglican ecclesiastical foundation’ 
intended to impart a Christian education.

The connection of the Bible with 
medicine is always a fascinating sub- 
ject, and several scholarly works have 
been written about it. 

There. afe .many Mosaic laws 
concerned. with — holiness 
which have proved also te be of 
tremendous benefit. in the fields of 
hygiene and preventive medicine 
generally, Whether a specific medical 
motive can he ascribed to such 
Biblical rules. is open to question, but 
this should not preclude us from 
pointing Out the great advantages to 
health that are derived from. their 
observance, or from indicating their 
health educational character. . This is 
what Dr. Glenn has succeeded in 
doing. bringing his observations in 
line with up-to-date medical teaching, 


_and he is. deserving of congratulation 


for his achievement. 

His booklet, which is a reprint of 
tweive articles previously published 
in the “ Jewish Forum,” covers the.

MR. DAVID DAINOW 


Journalist, author, and lecturer on 
Jewish cultural and Zionist subjects, 


Mr. David Dainow, died in Johan-— 


nesburg on Tuesday at the age of 75. 
Born in the 
past. End 
London, where 
he attended the 
Old Castle Street 
School and the 
Brick Lane. Tal- 
mud Torah, Mr. 
Dainow started 
out as an office 
boy with “a city 
firm of bankers 
and bullion mer- 
chants.

The . letter... which was. obviously 
prompted by the reports published in 
Tine Jewrsn of November 
en the revival blood libel 
accusations by. Dagestan’ paper, 
was sent primarily to the “ New York 
Herald Tribune.”. which also carried 
the original report. 

The open letter is: signed six 
local Jews Thes admit that. there 
has been “a mistake” by. an 
irresponsible: journalist in the local 
Press. But they declare that the. pér- 
son. responsible. for. the error. was 
pumshed after he had been forced to 
publish an apologs 

“We. the writers. of this letters” it 
states, “belonging to various classes. 
in the. community, can assure those 
interested: that there no enmity 
betwen the various nationalities and 
peoples living in Dagestan. There arte 
many. nationalities using over 80 
languages and. dialects. There. are 


some villages... especially the 


localities inhabited by the mountain 
Jews. where the Tatti. language. ts 
used freely, 
“We all. have adequate possibilities 
to develop and use our language and 
our culture according to the Constitu- 
tion of the Soviet autonomous Dages- 
tan Republic, 
Phe writers of. the letter also main- 
tain. that although there is an antt- 
religious campaign, believers. whether 
Jews or Moslems, have“ all facih- 
ties. to carry on -their religion in 
the traditional way: It appears that 
the “ New: York Herald Tribune has 
not so far published the letter but it 
was given much promimence in the 
Communist Jewish Press in France.
